Dr. Worth- 
ington’s protest as endangering my health 
has brought me to this decision. It is a 
disappontment to me, as I think I would 
have been elected, and could in that posi- 
tion have done much for my district. It 
will be interesting to know if the Southern 
Pacific Company can elect a man pledged to 
prevent building a breakwater, for this is 
their scheme. Whoever will receive the 


nomination, you can pledge me to take the 
stump in his behalf. 


J. DE BARTH SHORB. 
CAUSED A SENSATION. 

The reading of the dispatch caused a 
genuine sensatiof ‘There were on 
board Hon. R. F. del Valle, Maj. W. R. 
Burke, Géorge S. Patton, John T. 
Gaffey, Martin C. Marsh, “Chalk” 
Roberts, Police Commissioner Snyder, 
‘Billy’? Waters, and others of less 
prominence, and the telegram was soon 
the general topic of discussion. It was 
generally agreed that nothing else was 
left to do but to indorse Cannon. 
Senator del Valle stated unequivocally 
that under no circumstances would he 


accept the nomination,’ as did also

Today Messrs. Donovan, Purcell and 
Robertson, of the State Board of Arbi- 
tration, attempted to learn from Grand 
Master Sweeney when or if ever he is 
going to order out the switchmen work- 
ing ip the jurisdiction affected~by the 
strike. Sweeney practicadly refused to 
give the arbitrators any information. 

The board will begin an investigation 
into the cause of the strike tomorrow. 
The summoning of witnesses has already 
begun. 

Grand Master Sargent, of the fire- 
men’s organization, said this morning 
that he had no plans for today. He is 
awaiting the arrival of the executive 
officers of other railway unions, whom 
Grand Master Sweeney has invited here 
in conference. 

FALSE REPORTS SENT OUT. 

The reports sent out from here early 
this morning to the effect that a con- 
flict took place between the strikers 
and troops in which several were killed 
and others wounded were without foun- 
dation. There was no disturbance of a 
serious nature last night, except firing 
by skulkers, which was replied to by 
soldiers, byt no one is known to have 
been shot. Reputable newspaper men 
in the city are instituting an inquiry as 
to who constructed the news which 
cuased such cruel anxiety among the 
friends of those here. 

Joseph Heimerle, recording 
and treasurer of Buffalo Lodge, No. 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association, 
and one of the leaders of the strike, 
was arrested today for interfering with 
Lehigh Valley passenger trains. Upon 
being searched a 38-caliberg revolver 
was foundin his pocket. Héimerle fur- 
nished bail and was released. 

‘Shortly after the tie-up on the Lacka- 
wanna this afternoon the switchmen 
waited on Superintendent Seabert and 
offered their services to protect the 
company’s property. Seabert replied 
that he did not think the company 
would require guards, military or other- 
wise, and thanked the men for the offer. 

SKIRMISHES WITH STRIKERS. 

Three attacks were made by strikers 
on pickets and non-union switchmen 
this afternoon. An attack made on the 
picket lines of the Twenty-second Regi- 


ment, stationed at the Tofft farm, by 


forty strikers will probably result fa- 
tally to one of their number. The 
crowd began throwing stones at John 
M. Guicken and Charles Cable, non- 
union men who were working in the 
Tofft farmyard. Lieut. Chase Anstin 
and Sergt.

They refused to do so and were fired 
upon by order of Lieut. Austin.

Wasursérox, Aug. 23.—[By the Assoe 
ciated Press.] The Department of 
State is in receipt of official reports of 
the alarming spread of cholera from 
Asia to Europe. Some days ago the 
Vice Consul-General at Teheran, Persia, 
reported that the deaths daily reached 
the large number of 400. He stated 
that 500 cases had been treated by the 
American Mission hospital, and he 
made a strong appeal for funds from 
the United States. The Government 
having no fund for such purposes, has 
made this appeal public. Watson R. 
Sperry, the newly-appointed Minister 
to Persia, tendered the services of his 
paper, the Wilmington Morning News, 
to secure sucha fund. Secretary Fos- 
ter gladly consented to the arrangement 
and>gave Mr. Sperry copies of the cor- 
respondence regarding the epidemic. 

Following the report from Teheran 
comes information of a somewhat 
alarming character from Europe. 
United States Consul Johnson, at Ham- 
burg, reports that he is advised offi. 
cially by the government health officer 
of that city of the presence of Asiatic 
cholera there, and he accordingly has 
refused to issue bills of health to de- 
parting vessels. 

Consul Williams, at Havre, reports 
epidemic Asiatic cholera at that place, 
with many deaths, and advises an in- 
spection of the fast liner La Touraine. 


The facts have been promptly re- . 


ported to the health officers at Staten 
Island and every precaution will be 
taken by thém in the matter, especially 
in view of the fact that the epidemic 
has now reached the two most impor- 
tant ports in Europe, with which the 
United States has direct and rapid com- 
munication. 

Although no real fear that cholera 
will reach the shores of the United 
States was expressed by the authorities 
|} at the Treasury Department, they are 
taking all precautions deemed necessary 
to prevent its introduction, 


THE DISEASE IN GERMANY. 
Scores of Cases at Hamburg—Victims Dy- 
- ing Within a Few Hours. 
HamsurG, Aug. 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The correspondent 
of a newspaper in this city states that 
there were 120 cases of cholera here 
Many deaths from the dis- 
ease are also reported. The Imperial

Cholera is chiefly prevalent in the old 
portion of the city, comparatively few 
cases occurring in the new portion. 
Every precaution possible is being taken 
by the authorities to localize the dis- 
ease.

The ambulances of this city are in« 
sufficient in number: for the demands 


made upon them through the outbreaks” 


of cholera. Yesterday seventy ord~ 
nance carriages were utilized for the 
conveyance of cholera patients. Thirty- 
five persons have died of cholera, 
Some died within an hour after 
stricken with the disease, and all others 
died within six hours. 

Newspaper reports differ widely re- 
garding the number of cases of choléra 
inthe city. The Nachrichten says that 
so far there have been 800 cases and 
| 120 deaths, sixty-five deaths occurring 
today. The patients as soon as re- 
ported are quickly taken by special 
conveyance to the hospital cholera 
wards. People living in the streets 
through which the conveyances pass 
shut the doors and windows of their 
houses until they think the danger of 


contagion is past. The dead are taken 


‘to the public mortuaries, and the 
houses in which the patients are found, 
are carefully disinfected. Regulations 
and instructions for the people are pubs 
licly placarded throughout the city.

tona. A thunder-storm passed over the 
city tonight, making the weather 
oooler.

Dorchester, Superintendent of Indian 
Schools. The report deals with the In- 
dians in Arizona and gives prominence 
to the Apaches and Navajos. The 
whole Indian population in the Terri- 
tory is given at 35,707 and the number 
of children available for schools at 
4280. This is an increase population 
since 1880 of 3276. Of the children 
about 1200 attended school either in 
Arizona or elsewhere.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


A Lively Meeting of the Board : 
Over a Resolution. 


Commissioner Snyder Refuses to 
Obey the Mayor. 


Members Claim That Mr. Sny- 
der’s Charges are False. 


An Investigation to Take Place at the 
Next Meeting—The Monthly Pay 
Roll Allowed—Saloon Li- 
censes Granted. 


The Police Commissioners met in the 
Mayor's office at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, a full board present. The 
Mayor presided. 

On recommendation of the chief 
Theo Tine was granted a permit to con- 
ductasaloon at No, 1518 San Fer- 
nando street. 

Dennis Felix was granted a transfer 


of saloon license at No. 166 North 
Main street. 

The application of W. J. Snyder for a 
saloon license at No. 455 South Spring 
street was referred to the chief. 

A complaint was read charging Officer 
Rickenbach with maliciously arresting 
C. W. Walkem. The charges are to the 
effect that the officer had made insult- 
ing remarks to him and on demandto 
see the officer’s star, the latter violently 
seized him and ordered him to the po- 
lice station, whence he was sent before 
Justice Austin for trial under pretense 
of obstructing the sidewalk. 

Walkem further says there was noth- 
-ing inthe charge, and he was dis- 
charged. Having no recourse for ma- 
licious arrest, be resorts to. this peti- 
tion and asks the board to see that cit~- 
izens are not outraged in this brutal 
manner under cover of police uniform. 
Petitioner asks that the force be purged 
of an individual who has neither sense 
nor judgment to hold the position which 
he fills, or such other necessary remedy 
to guarantee citizens against repetition 
The charges were re- 
ferred to the special committee investi- 
gating similar charges bv H. W. Rietow 
the 16th inst. against the same officer. 

The pay roll for the month of August 
was approved. 

A communication from the City At- 
torney giving as his opinion that the 
board has the right to investigate all 
charges against city officials and mem- 
bers of the board. The communication 
grew out of a resolution presented by 
Commissioner Snyder two weeks ago, 
in which he states that there are vari- 
ous rumors to the effect that gambling

On motion it was decided to make 
Humane Officer Wright a special officer 
and the action of the board at a meet- 
ing held three weeks ago was recon- 
sidered. The chief was instructed to 
return him his star. 

The board again took up the Snyder 
resolutions. and the Mayor asked the 
members to remain after the board ad- 
journed so that the investigation might 
be proceeded with. Mr. Snyder denied 
that he intended to bring charges 
against the board or the police depart- 
ment. 

The board adjourned and reconvened 
as a committee of the whole. 

Mayor Hazard asked Mr. Snyder to 


that the Mayor has no right to adminis- 
ter an oath to him. 

‘I will not be sworn,’’ said Mr. Sny- 
der. 

‘“‘We will see about that,’’ declared 
His Honor, and he took the Snyder res- 
olutions and began toread, showing that 
Mr. Snyder did bring charges against 
the board. 


Snyder resolution reads as fol 


ows: 

WHEREAS, it ts stated upon good authority

sed for years and am now protecting 
thousands of young trees by. the occasional 
use of this mixture. If you think it worth 
while to try and benefit the outlying ranch- 


Squirrel Poison (tested for years.)—To six 
gallons whole wheat take one anda half 
ounces of cynide of potash, one ounce pul- 
verized strychnine, nihe eggs, five good 


and dissolve in very little water. Beat the 
eggs, add strychnine, sugar and cynide of 
potash, pour gradually over the dry wheat, 
stirring until the whole mass is wet with 
the poisoned egg. The mass will dry'in a 
day or two without being spread or spoil- 
ing. Add oilof rhodium to scent strongly 
as you take wheat out fer use. Apply tea- 
spoonful to big holes. Go over ground 
after one week to see if any -holes contain 
live squirrels. Two application will rid a 
whole hillside colony of them. Never 
water soak wheat for poison.’ ‘ 
We had thousands of vermin around and 
we never see one now, after two applica- 
tions. I am sure this receipt is of great 
value and quite easy to make. With re-

The trial of the cases brought by the 
Santa Fé and Santa Monica Railway 
Company against John E. Eberle, Alfred 
James, Victor Ponet, John S. Thayer, 
Simon Stoll and Marvy E. Stoll, to con- 
demn a right-of-way fifteen feet wide 
oyer defendants’ property on Lucas ave- 
nue, at South Santa Monica, all of which 
for convenience were consolidated, was 
commenced before Judge McKinley and 
a jury in Department Six yesterday, the 
plaintiff being represented by Messrs. 


Brinson and Hunsaker, and the defend- | 


ants by Messrs. Doonet and Trask. | 

The jurors selected to try the case | 
were: J. O. Blakeley, D. Cochran, I. N. 
Cochran, T. Dunne, W. Forbes, G. J. P.

A* number of witnesses were exam- 
ined for the defendants in substantia- 
tion. of their claim that their property, 
which is situated on the west side of 
Lucas avenue, between Bay street and 
Ocean avenue, is valuable as a seaside 
resort and therefore only suitable for 
residences, but that by reason of the 
noise, smoke and dirt occasioned by 
plaintiff’s trains it will be irreparably 


damaged and rendered unfit for use as 
such. ; 


_ At the close of the defendants’ testi- 
mony court adjourned for the day, and 
ne matter went over until this morn- 
ng. 
A QUESTION OF RIPARIAN RIGHTS. 

The case of Andrew Glassell et al. vs. 
Teodoro Verdugo et al., an injunction 
suit, came on for trial before Judge Van 
Dyke im Department Four yesterday, A. 
M: Stephens, Esq., appearing for the 
plaintiffs, Messrs. Houghton, Silent & 
Campbell representing the defendants 
ana N. C. Burch, Esq., appearing for 
J. C. Sherer and 171 other intervenors. 

This action is brought to enjoin de- 


fendants from diverting or polluting the 


waters ot acertain spring which flows 
on their land in the Verdugo Caiion and 
furnishes the defendants and interven- 
ors, who are tenants in common of lands 
in the vicinity and are dependent upon 
the overflow from said spring fcr their 
water supply. 

Six witnesses were examined for the 
plaintiff for the purpose of showing that 
all persons concerned had a common in- 
terest in the water, which was allotted 
toeachin proportion to the size of his 
holding, and the matter then went over 
until 10 o’clock this morning. 

_ TERM TRIAL TURORS.

CHANGES HER NAME. - 


Mme. Louise Weyse Has Resumed 
Her Maiden Name. 


Her Mail,Purloined and Her Business 
Made to Suffer Under the Name 
of Her Divorced Hus. 
band. 


The Superior Court yesterday granted 
Louise Weyse’s petition to have her 
name changed from Weyse to that of 
Naud. The petition as presented to the 
Court was as follows: ‘ 

To the Honorable Supertor Court in and for 


the name of your petitioner. 

That your petitioner is over the age of 
21 years and resides in Los Angeles county. 

That your petitioner was born in the Re- 
public of France inthe Department of Vau- 
cluse. 

That the name proposed to be taken and 
adopted by your petitioner is Louise Naud. 

That both parents of your petitioner are 
dead; and the names of her near relatives 
and their places of residence are as follows: 

Julie Naud Weyse, residing in Los An. 
geles, Cal. 

Marie Naud Terrasse, residing in Los An- 


| geles, Cal, 


Theresa Naud Feran, residing in New 
York, N. Y. 
That her reasons for applying for and de- 
siring to obtain an order of this court for a 
change of name are these, viz: | 
That the name ‘‘Naud”’ isthe name of her 
family and was her maiden name. 
That the name of her first husband was 


That she has had great family trouble and 
much scandalous litigation with her second 
husband and his family, named Weyse, the 
odium Of which still adheres to said name. 
and causes her great mental pain, suffering 
and discontent. 

That she is now divorced from said second 
husband, Otto G. Weyse, Esq., and is very 
anxious to. be disencumbered of the name of 
‘‘Weyse,’’ in order to secure her peace of 
mind. 

That she has had much difficulty in secur- 
ing her mails and conducting her corre- 
spondence under the name ‘‘Weyse”’ owing 
to the frequent and unaccountable loss of 
mail matter addressed to her in that name 
—so much so that she has been obliged to 


under an assumed name in order to obtain 
all mails addressed to her and that said re- 
course was and still is necessary therefor. — 

That she is the owner and manager of 
‘“‘Naud’s warehouse,’’ a general warehouse 


business in Los Angeles city in said county, 


the business reputation of which suffered 
much by having been conducted for a time 
under the name ‘‘Weyse,” and she is very. 
anxious to restore the name and status of 
said warehouse to its original prestige 
under the name of Naud—the name of its 
founder. 

Wherefore your petitioner prays that 
after notice given of this her application, 
the said cause be heard ata timeto be ap- 
pointed by the court and that an order be 
thereunto made authorizing your petitioner 
to resume her maiden name of Louise Naud. 

| | LOUISE WEYSE. 

There being no opposition to the pe- 
tition the Court made an order granting 
the prayer, and in a very short space of 
timethe lady petitioner’s name was 
changed from Weyse to Nand. 

Mrs. Naud, for many years, has been 
in considerable litigation with the 
‘Weyses. During the pendency: of one 
of the suits the children of Mrs. Nand, 
and her sister, Julie Weyse, were 
spirited out of the city by O. G. and R. 
C. Weyse, and not until the complaint, 
charging kidnapping against R. G. 
Weyse, was dismissed, as a matter of 
compromise, were the children deliv- 
ered to their mothers. | 

During the long and expensive litiga- 
there were many side-plays. 
Thomas Keys, one of Mrs. Naud’s wit- 
nesses, was spirited out of the county, 
and through Lawson’s agency he was 
located on a bee ranch some distance 
from Oceanside, in San Diego county. 
He was brought back to Los Angeles, 
and, while on the stand in one of the 
Weyse suits, he described how he was 
bribed by O. G. Weyse and a party 
named Jones. The latter was arrested 
for the offense. 

In granting Mrs. Naud's prayer the 
Court inspected a couple of envelopes. 
One bore the postmark of July 18. It 
was addressed to Mrs. Louise Weyse. 
It was plainly seen that the envelope 
had been opened on the back and sealed 
again. The letter reached Mrs. Naud 
thirty-two days after it had been 
staniped at the postoffice in this city. 
As the envelope was marked with pri- 
vate marks it was easily tracked from 
the postoffice, with the aid of Lawson’s 
agency, and itis knownin whose pos- 
session it was for thirty days, and the 
United States grand jury wil] be called 
upon to investigate the matter. 

A large number of letters addressed 
to Mrs. Naud never reached her.

A Bloody Duel in Santa Ana 
Yesterday. 


James Moulin and Sam Finley Shoot 
Each Other. 


They Fight on the Street Over Mou- 
lin’s Wife. 


Neither of Them Dangerously Wounded— 
The People’s Party Convention—A 
Coanty Ticket Put Up— 

News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, 

Again Santa Ana comes to the front with 
the boss sensation of the day. Hardly has 
the excitement of the Torres lynching died 
away when the reports of revolvers ring 
out on the business street of Santa Ana and 
‘a genuine old-fashioned duel is fought, in 
which two men are badly wounded. 

Yesterday afternoon at alittle before 5 
o’clock James B. Moulin and Sam Finley, 
two old residents of this county, met in 
Laramie's saloon on Fourth street and en- 
gaged in a deadly combat, Six shots were 
exchanged at close range and both men 
were hit, but fortunately their wounds will 
not prove fatal. The trouble grew out of 
an old feud between Moulin and Finley 
dating back about ten months. Moulin is 
an old '49er and has lived in this city sev- 
eral years. He works about at odd jobs. 
Finley is an old well-to-do farmer of West- 
minster and is known throughout the 
county. About ten months ago the two 
men got into a difficulty over the wife of 
Moulin, who was at that time employed in 
a candy store inthis city. Moulin charged 
Finley with improper conduct and the men 
engaged in a bitter quarrel, during which 


- Moulin went out of the store to get his re- 


volver. Finley retired and subsequently 
had Moulin arrested and placed under $100 
bonds to-keep the peace. 

This afternoon the men met by chance 
in Laramie’s galoon. 
there but a Mexican employé, and without 
a word Moulin and Finley almost simulta- 
neously drew their revolvers and began 
firing. They were less than ten feet apart, 
and Moulin fired first. His shot was quickly 
followed by one from Finley's revolver. 
Six shots were exchanged when the men 
were separated. 

OA large crowd quickly gathered on the 
spot, and Finley was taken to Dr. Ball's 
office where it was found that he had been 
hit twice in the cheeks. His wounds are 
not thought to be fatal. Moulin received 
only aslight flesh wound in the right arm. 
The aim of both men was poor, one shot 
striking a transom over the door, and 
another penetrating a sample case of liq- 
uor bottles. Moulin has been placed under 
arrest, and the arrest of Finley will prob- 
ably take place as soon as he is able to be 
about. The shooting occurred less thana 
block from where Torres was hanged, and 
almost under the hall where the People’s 
party convention was being held, and at- 
tracted a large crowd. Neither of the men 
have anything to say regarding the tran- 
saction. 

PEOPLE'S PARTY CONVENTION. 

Niell's Hall was where the People’s party 
delegates congregated this morning at 10 
o'clock for the purpose of holding their 
first county convention in Orange county, 
and there were about 110 delegates pres. 
ent when the convention was called to or- 
der. 

The men who made up the convention 
were from the farming community, mostly, 
and did not much resemble politicians. 
They were a representative class, however, 
of Orange county’s citizens, and they are 
switched off on an endless side track, and 
will never make astop ata station of any 
importance. 

Hiram Hamilton, chairman of the County 
Central Committee, called the meeting to 
order and set the ball a rolling in the man- 
ner that most People’s party speakers do. 
He was sure the third party was all O. K. 
in Orange county. 7 

Rev. Hopkins, of the Presbyterian 
Church delivered a prayer, and Henri 
Gardiner of Orange, was unanimously 
elected temporary chairman, and W. H. 
Young cf Westminister, was elected tem- 
porary secretary. 

Committees were appointed on creden- 
tials, platform and resolutions, and the 
convention adjourned until 1 p.m., to give 
the committees time to do their work. 


: In the afternoon the convention met 


again, the committees reported, platform 
adopted and nominations made. The fol- 
lowing ticket was placed in nomination: 
For Sheriff, William Jerome of Tustin; 
County Clerk, Arthur Staley of Fullerton; 
for Recorder, I E. Wright of El Modina; 
for Treasurer, Dr. W. B. Wall of Tustin; 
for County Auditor, H. Kirkpatrick of 
Westminster; for Tax Collector, Oliver 
Hawkins of Garden Grove; District At- 
torney, E. D. Cooke of Santa Ana: Coroner, 
Dr. J. S. Paschall of Anaheim; Surveyor, 
J. P. Leslie of Santa Ana. The nomination 
of Assemblyman was given to C. F. Ben- 
nett of Tustin. 

Sixteen delegates were elected to go to 
the Senatorial Convention which meets at 
South Riverside today. A new County 
Central Committee was also chosen. 

There was very little enthusiasm, as the 
candidatés did not appear to be sanguine 
of success.

There was no change yesterday in the 
eastbound passenger rate matter: All 
the Los Angeles representatives of the 
Southern’ Pacific’s connecting lines 
have been authorized to meet the Santa 
Fé’s cut in their own offices. In expla- 
nation of this it may be stated that the 
Southern Pacific office here has received 
no authority to make the low rate over 
any lines but the Santa Fé and Alton 
east of the Missouri River. The pas- 
senger agents of the Rock Island and 
Burlington may make. the $45 rate to 
passengers, though the agents must pay 
$50 to the Southern Pacific for the 
tickets. As the proportion Which the 
roads east. of the river get out of the 
Chicago rate is but $10, and this is re- 
duced by one-half, only a small margin 
is left to keep the fight out of transcon- 
tinental territory. The Burlington 
route has one advantage in being able 
to haul passengers on its own line from 
Denver to Chicago, instead of from Kan- 
sas City, which gives the company a 
proportional rate of $17.20 from which 
to make the $5 cut. All the passenger 
agents, excepting only those of the 
Santa Fé and Chicago and Alton, must 
use prepaid ticket orders from Missouri 
River points, as their lines have not 
publicly met the cut rate. The general
